He might be preaching to 
great audiences In a rich church, he 
might be making an immense fortune

Sheldon spent much of his time. 


He obtained an employee’s pass from 
the railroad company, and, dressed as 
au employee, he made trips up and 
down the road in company with the 
trainmen, learning their ways and 
drawing out their ideas on every con­ 
ceivable subject, especially on religion. 


After that he spent a week or two 
with the physicians of Topeka, study­ 
ing them. 
He read their books and 
visited tlielr patients with them. An­ 
other week was spent with the law­ 
yers In iheir oillces and in court. 


In the hard times of 1SU3 Mr. Shel­ 
don received many applications for aid 
from persons who \vere out of employ­ 
ment. 
He determined to find out for 
bimsolf wh(‘tber or not employment 
e(»«iid be seeurcd by a comm(»n laborer, 
and. putting on a suit of clothes, he 
starte out in search of It. Every one 
who 
,'er employed labor received a 
car 
roin bin», but he was invariably 
t' 
.ed away with the information that 
no laliorers were needed. On the fol­ 
lowing Sunday lie related ids experi­ 
ences. and the peoi>le of Topeka awoke

begun to write stories. 
They were 
printed lu the local paper, some of 
them. “And they were just as good,’’ 
says his father, “as tho.se he writes 
now.” 


As his father was anxious for him to 
become a minister, the young man 
weiit east and entered rhillips acade­ 
my, Andover, Mass., where thousands 
of theological students are trained. 
Later he took a course at Brown uni­ 
versity and then returned to the An­ 
dover Theological sendnary. 


After a summer in Europe he entered 
the ministry and began pi-t'aehing in 
Waterbury, Vt. 
But the spirit of the 
W'est was lu him, so when he received 
a call to become the pastor of the new­ 
ly established Central Congregational 
church, lu Topeka, in IKSS, lie gladly 
accepted It as the opening he had been 
waiting for. 


Most men w'ould not have thought 
the outlook an invitinji one. Tlie little 
congregation of tiO bad no cliiireb builil- 
lng,.jbut held s(*rvices in a dinjiy little 
Imll over a grocery store. But lie went 
to w'ork with a will. As a re.'^uit of iiis 
energetic nu'thods the little iiall was 
soon abandoned and a sulistantial stone 
churcii erected. Tlu* eougri'gation was 
increased to :;00. 
It was not a rich or 
fasliiouabie congregatiun, nor is it to 
day, but it is very mu< li alive. 


Early iu iiis pastorate Mr. Sheldon 
began to employ strikingly original 
methods. 
He was not satisiied with 
the kind of w^ork usually done iiy min­ 
isters, lie wanted to linow wiiat ideas 
the massi'.s of tlu* peuiile bad on tlie 
subject of Christianity, and be wanted 
to ünd out about tlieir daily lives and 
occupations. 


With this desire In his heart he asked 
his congregation to excuse him from 
pastoral work for three months, and 
his congregation saw little of him ex­ 
cept doriag ehtjrch services. 
He was 
at home ecareelj any of the time, but 
▼ ory few people knew w hat be was do* 


to tlie fact that an unusual sort of 
preacher was among them. 


Then he wrote his stories—those 
which preceded "In Ills Steps’’—and 
ri.'id them from the pulpit, oue lustall- 
ucieflt at a time, instead of delivering 
sermons. 
He Interested his congrega­ 
tion In his phio to regenerate “Tenues- 
seetown,” oiui of the squalid suburbs 
of Topeka.
